Step No. 2—APPROACH 


The salesman should taught that 
the sales interview often terminated 
within the first sixty seconds from the 
time they appear before the prospect. 
While they may continue present 
their product for longer period, they 
will not get the undivided attention 
the buyer. Therefore, what the 
salesman says the first sixty sec- 
onds all important. His opening 
discussion must expressed the 
terms “buyer benefits.” His prod- 
uct should presented the light 
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how much can save the pros- 
pect dollars and cents. How much 
could increase production, any 
other benefit ascertained the pre- 
approach. Your salesman has now 
kindled the fire need but this must 
fanned into flame desire 
want.

Step No. 3—DEMONSTRATION 


Demonstration proof positive that 
the benefits you have promised your 
prospect are possible only with the 
product you are offering. So, get into 
the demonstration soon you have 
told your prospect what you can 
for him. The best demonstration 
one which your 
pates, get the product into view 
that can see for himself the quality 
and have him participate the demon- 
stration with the use his God given 
five senses—touch, feel, smell, sight 
and hearing. about this time that 
the next step the sale occurs, which 
is, 


Step No. 4—OBJECTIONS 


Objections should encouraged for 
they are indications that your prospect 
not completely sold particular 
aspect your product. the sign 
post the salesman indicate 
whether has not done sufficiently 
good job selling. Therefore, the 
objection should point the way for the 
need additional persuasion buyer 
benefits. When objections occur, the 
salesman should always trained 
agree with the buyer, repeat the objec- 
tion and then point out cer- 
tain factors which overcome the objec- 
tion which were not brought out dur- 
ing the earlier presentation. When the 
objection has been 
fully, the next logical step course 
is: 


Step No. 5—OBTAINING THE 
ORDER 


your salesmen are asking for the 
order saying, “May have your 
order for this product,” and the buyer 
replies saying the interview 
usually terminated. the sales- 
man has the courage ask for the 
order again the same way, the cus- 
tomer usually irritated and the pres- 
entation terminated unfavorable 
basis that time. Training the mod- 
ern salesman obtaining the order 
might linked the big league 
pitcher who mixes his deliveries 
keeping the batter off balance. This 
same method will enable the salesman 
ask for the order numerous oc- 
casions without seeming have too 
high pressure methods. For exam- 
ple: 


Automatic Close—As soon 
hears indications interest from the 
buyer, such method packing, de- 
livery date, color, quantity, etc., the 
salesman should trained bring 
out his order book and start writing 
the order automatically taking 
for granted, this doesn’t work and 
the buyer objects, then the objection 
should handled previously dis- 
cussed except with the last sentence 
should contain the following 
“Now that have pointed these ad- 
ditional features out you Mr. Jones, 
don’t you agree with that this 
the best product for you use? 
let’s start out with order today.” 
ideal time for getting the order 
when objection has been answered 
satisfactorily. this doesn’t obtain 
the order, then try get the order 
minor decision. For example, 
“We can deliver Tuesday Thurs- 
day—which you prefer. Would you 
prefer cases cases your 
initial order. you prefer blue 
green? you prefer day trial 
order day trial order?” 
all these sentences you have given 
the prospect choice making de- 
cision that favors you. This called 
the “yes yes” technique for getting 
the order minor decision. 

Some prospects require still further 
pressure, get the order 


Command. This may done 
saying, “Sign here Mr. Smith and 
start taking advantage these sav- 
ings.” Or, will write trial or- 
der for you Mr. Jone-, just give 
purchase order number.” 


this way your salesman varies 
his pitch asking for the order and 
without offending the prospect. 

Now you have completed giving 
your salesmen product knowledge and 
standardized approach selling. The 
third portion this program must 
consist another component the 
salesman’s equipment. None 
would start build house with our 
bare hands—we require tools. 
therefore, logical assume that 
the salesman can more effective 
job provided with the tools 
salesmanship. These tools are 
available all merchants the paper 
industry dealing with reliable sources 
supply. Unfortunately many 
these tools are requisitioned the 
merchant and left collect dust 
the warehouse. paramount 
importance train your men take 
advantage the hundreds thou- 
sands dollars spent manufactur- 
ers and utilize these tools 
selling presentation. old axiom 
that one picture worth thousand 
words and one good demonstration can 
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easily clinch sale. Therefore, train 
your salesmen the use the fol- 
lowing tools:

Tell Them—Concentrate the 
key points. Men must told what 
the job is, how done and 
not waste time unimportant de- 
tails, since man’s capacity absorb 
and retain training limited. Check 
frequent intervals asking ques- 
tions whether the trainee under- 
stands what you are covering. all 
means not all talking 
for men not learn well from lec- 
tures but rather from discussions. 


Show Them—When showing the 
salesmen you must set and maintain 
high standard. trainee watches 
you something, analyzes your 
performance not only demonstra- 
tion how something but 
cannot expect trainee first 
class job you give second rate 
performance.
